A tree is a tree is a tree. Unless, 
of course, it's a stationary animal or 
bird or snake— an interesting turn of 
events that occurs frequently on the 
grounds of Disneyland and Walt 
Disney World Magic Kingdoms. 

The phenomenon is called 
topiary. But rather than the stylized 
hedges or geometrical shaped plants 
usually associated with the garden- 
ing art, greenery at the two theme 
parks may resemble a leaping 
elephant, jumping frog, swan or 
even a sea serpent. 

Although many notable ex- 
amples of this extremely specialized 
form of gardening can still be seen 
in gardens of European nobility to- 
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day, it is rarely found in the United 
States. Walt Disney had seen some 
of those gardens and resolved to 
create a fanciful menagerie of 
favorite Disney character animals, 
perhaps like those from "Fantasia," 
for the Disneyland landscaping. 

Today comical chlorophyll 
characters greet visitors to both 
Disneyland Park and the Walt 
Disney World resort complex, while 
backstage, more hippos, giraffes and 
even water buffalos grow. 

It takes from three to five and 
sometimes seven years of con- 
tinuous care before a plant will 
assume a desired shape and be 
ready for exhibition and a perma- 


nent home. Landscape artists begin 
by weaving branches of a juniper, 
golden thuja, boxwood, or yew tree 
in and out of a basic wire form, 
accommodated by giant redwood 
boxes. As the tree grows, it is 
clipped, shaped and manicured 
every four to five days. 

Unusual shapes lead to varia- 
tions of the system, however. A ver- 
dant camel with four feet on the 
ground, for example, requires four 
individual trees, with the longest 
and most appropriately shaped one 
to become its head and neck. A hip- 
po poised on one toe requires only 


one trunk, but the branches produced 
above that point must be full 
enough to take on the shape of the 
chubby herbivorous mammal. 

The plants must receive tender, 
loving care during their "training" 
period. Over-watering or too much 
fertilizer can destroy many months 
of hard work. 

Topiary figures are so popular 
on the grounds of the Florida Vaca- 
tion Kingdom and in the forecourt 
of "It's a Small World" at Disneyland, 
they're practically attractions in 
themselves. They're constantly being 
photographed by visitors to show 
the folks back home that even trees 
can display the Disney personality. V

In the field of collectibles, one 
of the most enduring subjects has 
been buttons. Celluloid pinback but- 
tons as we know them today first 
made their appearance during the 
presidential election campaign of 
William McKinley in 1896. Buttons 
have continued in popularity for 
election campaigns down to the 
present, but they were also 
discovered by merchandisers who 
found them useful in advertising and 
promoting their products. The but- 
tons additionally saw use as promo- 
tional items for athletic teams and 
their players, fairs, military units, 
and rock and roll, movie and televi- 
sion stars. 

The first Disney button was 
made in 1927. It is extremely rare 
and features Oswald the Lucky Rab- 
bit, Walt Disney's first major car- 
toon character. Mickey Mouse made 
his debut in 1928, and we find the 
first Mickey Mouse buttons in 1930. 
An early version of the Mickey 
Mouse Club, with meetings con- 
ducted in movie theaters throughout 




popularity of Mickey Mouse mer- 
chandise during that decade led to 
buttons promoting everything from 
Mickey Mouse radios to Mickey 
Mouse undies. Even the American 
Dental Association got into the act, 
using Mickey and later Disney 
characters to promote dental 
hygiene. 

Buttons have promoted the 
Disney feature films, from "Snow 
White" on, and with Disney's move 
to television in the 1950's, we find 
buttons for "Zorro," and probably 
the mos't well-known of all Disney 
buttons, the one designating the 
wearer as a Mickey Mouse Club 
member. 

Disneyland and Walt Disney 
World have each contributed but- 
tons over the years. Some have been 
sold at souvenir stands, others were 
given to guests lucky enough to be 
in the parks on a special occasion, 
while others were distributed only to 
the press or Disney employees. But- 
tons for special occasions are 
especially popular with collectors, 
who actively trade for those honor- 
ing the days Disneyland reached 
100,000,000 and 200,000,000 visitors, 
Mickey Mouse's 50th birthday, the 
25th anniversary of Disneyland and 
the 10th anniversary of Walt Disney 
World in Florida. 

One reason for the popularity 
of buttons with collectors is that 
they are relatively inexpensive. 

Many were originally given out free, 
and even today can be found for 
prices under ten dollars. In the col- 
lections of the Disney Archives are 
more than a hundred Disney-themed 
buttons, ranging over a fifty-year 
period. 

A Disney button collection is 
relatively easy to begin, and perhaps 
the button you pick up on your next 
visit to Disneyland or Walt Disney 
World will someday be valuable.
